Remove Scratches From 
Car Body With Shellac 
A car owner naturally takes pride 
in the tinish of a new ear and endeav­ 
ors to retain its mirror-like luster as 
long as possible. But when work must 
) he done on the ear the finish often 
I suffers. Often a button will scratch 
its way along a fender or the slip­ 
ping of a screwdriver will leave an un­ 
sightly blemish. A method which has 
often given satisfaction, says the Au­ 
tom obile Digest, Is to apply several 
coats of thin shellac until the scratch 
has been completely filled. When the 
last coat has dried It is rubbed with 
crocus cloth and a little olive oil, just 
enough to rub out the ridges where 
the new and old coats Join. 
Crocus cloth, used extensively by 
Jewelers, is a polishing cloth of 
much finer grade than the finest emery 
cloth and will rub down a surface 
without the semblance of a scratch. 
After no signs remain of where the 
two coats join, a rub-down with a good 
body polish will render the touch-up 
inconspicuous and restore Hie surface 
to its orginal appearance.

Plan to Keep Windshield 
Clear in Moist Weather 
It Is always annoying when at the 
last moment one is in a hurry to 
take up a meal or coming from out- 
of-doors into a warmer temperature, 
to find the lenses of one’s glasses sud­ 
denly clouded with steam. 
Prevent this by washing the glasses 
perfectly clean. Dry them on a soft 
cloth, and then rub with a cloth which 
has been moistened with a very small 
amount of paraffin oil. All that is 
needed is the thinnest film to coat tha 
surface, yet not enough to attract 
dust. This coating prevents the mois­ 
ture touching the glass. It Is conveni­ 
ent to have a cloth ready prepared. 
Tile same plan Is excellent to keep the 
windshield of the automobile clear In 
damp weather. 


Carbon and Com pression 
European automobile race drivers 
are experimenting with pistons that 
arc raised and rounded at the top.

slowly, according to Professor Ju- 
nis 
Henderson, 
curator 
of 
the 
museum of the University of Colo­ 
rado. 
Disintegration of the ice sheets 
has resulted largely from the ex­ 
cessive hot weather and the dry 
seasons during the last few years. 
The great ice masses on the glacier 
peaks of the Rockies have been in 
slow retreat for the last 22 years, 
Professor Henderson declares . 
"However, the retreat has been 
very rapid since 1919,” he said, 
"for climatic conditions have been 
unfavorable to the accumulation or 
preservation of ice during that per­ 
iod. This is particularly noticeable 
in the Arapahoe glaciers, the larg­ 
est in Colorado . 
“ If 
disintegration 
continues 
at 
the present rate, all the glaciers in 
the state will disappear with the 
possible 
exception 
of 
two, 
the 
\ Arapahoe and the larger St. Vrain.”
